8.  Camping  and  out-of-doors  experiences  that  develop 
an  appreciation  of  nature  and  living  things. 

To  a remarkable  degree  the  objectives  and  program  of  the 
U— H Clubs  symbolize  these  needs  of  youth  today.  As  I have 
observed  it  here  and  abroad,  this  wonderful  b-H  program  is 
putting  into  direct  action  the  concepts  and  recommendations 
that  I have  mentioned  and  which  are  so  apparent  in  this 
conference,  I have  watched  and  admired  it  in  the  United 
States  and  have  thrilled  to  the  progress  it  is  helping  bring 
to  the  Philippines,  Asia,  Africa,  and  Latin-American  coun- 
tries, I am  happy  now-  to  present  to  you  the  man  who  gives 
generously  of  himself  and  the  administrative  support  of  his 
office  in  order  to  make  b-H  Club  work  possible — Ezra  Taft 
Benson,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,

FANNIE  R.  BUCHANAN,  AUTHOR  OF  I4.-H  SONGS,  DIES 

Fannie  R.  Buchanan  died  August  30  at  her  home  in  Grinnell,  Iowa,  She  is 
known  to  U-H  members  and  leaders  as  the  author  of  "Dreaming,"  "Plowing,"  and 
many  other  loved  Il-H  songs.  Miss  Gertrude  L,  Warren  comments;  "The  contri- 
butions of  Fannie  Buchanan  to  the  U-H  Club  movement  are  beyond  the  power  to 
measure'  adequately.  She  translated  her  own  happy  spirit,  her  rare  creative 
ability,  and  her  high  ideals  into  inspiring  songs  that  will  forever  lift  the 
hearts  of  U-H  members  and  strengthen  their  desire  to  make  their  own  best 
better — in  their  homes,  in  the  fields,  or  wherever  they  may  be." 

In  I9I4I,  Miss  Buchanan  received  a "Friend  of  I4.-H"  citation  at  National  U— H 
Club  Camp, 

Just  recently,  we  had  a letter  from  Jerry  Lineweaver  in  the  Philippines 
telling  of  the  closing  ceremony  at  their  Fifth  National  U-H  Rally  in  that 
country.  From  Jerry's  letter  we  quote;  "As  a part  of  the  ceremony  a letter 
was  read  which  Miss  Fannie  Buchanan  had  written  to  the  I4.-H  delegates  in  which 
she  said  that  the  spirit  of  U-H  and  the  spirit  behind  the  I4.-H  songs  which  she 
has  written  is  universal  and  that  friendship  can  span  the  thousands  of  miles 
of  ocean  between  us."

The  next  one  urges  you  to  discourage  odd-sized  attachments  to 
standard  report  forms.  Actually,  if  the  records  are  involved  and  complicated, 
the  attention  of  the  judges  is  distracted.

Christine  Sargent,  Mass,,  and  Don  Riggin,  Ark,,  represented  U-H' Club  work 
at  a youth  conference  on  polio  in  New  York  City  on  August  26-28,  The  pur- 
pose of  the  conference  was  to  get  ideas  and  suggestions  from  youth  so  that 
more  teen-agers  will  be  stimulated  to  get  polio  vaccinations.  This  con-" 
ference  was  sponsored  by  the  National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis, 

Up-to-date  figures  on  the  polio  vaccination  show  that  70,000,000  Americans 
(6U  percent  of  the  population  under  UO)  have  started  the  innoculation 
series,  and  20  percent  have  completed  all  three  shots.

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SHARING  SOME  OF  THE  GOOD  IDEAS  USED  IN  THE  STATES 
FARM  AND  HOME  DEVELOPMENT : 

Arkansas  - An  Initial  Effort  with  Youth  Involvement 

A small  leaflet  has  been  prepared  on  young  people* s part  in  farm  and  home 
development.  It  outlines  briefly  a 5-year  program  for  U— H members  in 
farm  and  home  development  families.  A certificate  has  also  been  prepared 
to  recognize  young  people  who  do  the  work  prescribed  for  them. 


RELATIONSHIPS  WITH  OTHER  PROGRAMS: 

Tennessee  - New  Agreement  with  Vo-Ag 

A new  memorandum  of  agreement  defining  relationships  with  Future  Farmer 
and  Future  Homemaker  organizations  with  I4-H  Clubs  has  been  signed  by 
administrative  heads  of  the  University  of  Tennessee,  Extension  Service, 
State  Department  of  Education  and  Division  of  Vocational  Education. 
George  Foster  would  be  glad  to  send  a copy  of  the  policy  statement  to 
any  States  interested. 


APPLYING  RESEARCH: 

New  York  - Agent  Committees  Help 

Many  county  club  agent  committees  are  employed  in  carrying  out  the  1+-H 
Club  program.  One  such  committee  is  devoted  to  I4-H  extension  studies. 

The  committee  reviews  pertinent  studies,  summarizes  the  findings  in  capsule 
forms  and  distributes  the  information  to  other  county  club  agents  in  the 
States.  It  also  advises  where  the  complete  studies  may  be  obtained  on  a 
loan  basis. 


ADULT  AND  JUNIOR  LEADERSHIP: 

Mississippi  - Adult  Leader  Week 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  Mississippi  has  designated  September  1-7 
as  U-H  Adult  Leader  Week,  Aims  of  the  week  are  to  call  attention  to  the 
value  of  adult  leaders  and  to  give  them  recognition.  Also,  definite  plans 
were  made  to  use  the  week  as  a time  of  special  emphasis  for  leader  training. 
Special  materials  were  furnished  by  the  State  U-H  office. 


Kansas  - Junior  Leadership  Camp 
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Each  day  of  the  junior  leadership  camp  was  planned  with  a special  t heme ; 
Career  day  with  discussions  by  Kansas  State  College  staff  members,  junior 
leadership  day  with  the  National  U-H  Conference  delegates  taking  part, 
outdoors  day  on  Sunday  with  church  services  and  an  IFYE  program,  field  day 
with  a trip  to  Fort  Riley,  and  a program  on  the  wise  use  of  time.  Four 
of  the  1956  campers  have  served  on  a continuation  committee  to  work  with 
extension  personnel  in  planning  the  camp. 

Missouri  - Junior  Leadership  Gains 

A five-fold  increase,  in  £ years 1 time,  brings  the  present  junior  leader 
ttotal  to  2,622.  A workshop  is  planned  for  November  7-8  for  the  junior 
leaders  serving  as  chairmen  of  health  committees.  Three  junior  leader 
health  chairmen  and  an  adult  from  each  cf  50  counties  will  attend. 

Texas  - Training  Laboratory 

The  Texas  Junior  Leadership  Training  Laboratory  had  its  emphasis  on  human 
relations.  Dr,  Glenn  Dildine  was  on  hand  to  assist.  Junior  leadership 
is  the  special  feature  -diich  Texas  has  used  in  the  pilot  study  on  citizen- 
ship. 

Vermont  - New  England  Meet 

Burlington,  Vt.,  is  the  location(1of  the  conference  which  brings  U-H  junior 
leader  representatives  from  the  New  England  States.  This  year,  the  theme 
was  "Come  to  Learn,  Go  Forth  to  Serve.11  Interest  groups  were  held  in  camp 
counseling,  first  aaid,  good  grooming,  being  a better  junior  leader,  talks 
and  demonstrations,  U-H  programs,  self  expression,  writing  my  U-H  history, 
and  officer  training. 


CAREER  GUIDANCES 

Career  days  and  career  guidance  programs  of  all  kinds  fare  being  held  these 
days  in  many  States,  Here  are  11  examples  about  which "we  have  information. 
Do  any  other  States  have  examples  of  greater  emphasis  on  this  important 
topic? 

Idaho  - "Calling  All  Careers"  - is  a repeat  performance  at  the  Idaho  U-H 
U-H  Club  Congress,  Career  discussion  opportunities  were  posted  and 
delegates  could  go  to  hear  about  the  career  of  their  choice. 

Indiana  - For  the  third  consecutive  year.  Dr,  John  Hicks,  Assistant  to 
the  President  at  Purdue,  was  featured  in  a session  at  the  State  U-H  Junior 
Leader  Training  Conference  on  Careers  Ahead. 
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Iowa  - The  Girls1  Convention  focused  a panel  discussion  on  "Your  Future 
Beyond  High  School.'1  At  the  Boys*  Annual  Short  Course,  the  theme  of  "My 
Place  in  a Changing  Iowa"  emphasized  discussions  centering  on  vocational 
guidance*  The  speakers,  all  of  Iowa  State  College,  presented  numerous 
aspects  of  agriculture — inside  and  out  of  the  field  of  farming.  Each  of 
the  delegates  attended  four  guidance  sessions. 

Kansas  - The  August  issue  of  "Kansas  U-H  Journal"  — the  "U-H  family  maga- 
zine" published  by  the  Kansas  U-H  Foundation,  Inc.  — is  devoted  almost 
entirely  to  the  career  exploration  subject.  We  especially  like  two  arti- 
cles— "County  Agent  Work  as  a Profession"  and  "Opportunities  for  lou," 

Maryland  - A guidance  s ection  for  young  people  was  held  during  State  U-H 
Club  Week.  Mrs,  Evelyn  Murray  of  the  U.  S,  Department  of  Labor,  was  the 
resource  person. 

Massachusetts  - "Career  Exploration"  was  used  as  the  title  of  the  State's 
10th  annual  U— H Teen-tour.

I+-H  and  FFA  members  in  the  Denver  area  participated  September  12  in  another 
of  the  successful  marketing  days*  The  marketing  process  is  conducted  in 
the  same  way  as  it  ordinarily  operates,  but  each  group  on  the  market  was 
asked  to  explain  to  the  young  folks  and  their  parents  its  step  in  the 
process#  In  June,  Colorado  had  a lamb  marketing  day,  conducted  similarly, 
but  with  a further  step#  Each  lamb  was  graded  individually  by  packer 
buyers  and  marked  with  a crayon  to  indicate  grade#  Selling,  weighing,  and 
figuring  returns  were  experienced  by  the  young  owners  while  on  the  market# 
Colorado  also  has  an  auction  sale  at  Dtenver  in  December  and  another  during 
the  stock  show  in  January# 

Florida  - Junior  Citrus  Institute  for  U-H  Club  Members 

Florida  has  a big  citrus  crop  and  requires  much  vertical  integration  in 
this  type' of  project  work#  'The  Institute,  which  ties  knowledge  about  ' 
financing,  care,  management,  processing  and  marketing  into  one  package,  ^ 
was  held  at  Camp  Cloverleaf,  the  new  State  I4.-H  Camp# 

Illinois  - Missouri  - I4-H  Beef  Marketing  Day 

The  Beef  Marketing  Day  was  held  at  National  Stock  Yards,  111#,  on  September 
12#  Staff  members  emphasized  that  this  was  a marketing  event  and  not  a 
show#  Cattle  were  delivered  to  the  yards  on’ September  11  and  were  weighed, 
sorted  into  uniform  lots  and  penned  for  sale# 

Kansas  - Rat  Campaign  for  Clean  Grain 

In  the  interest  of  the  clean  grain  programs,  U-H  Clubs  have  been  successful 
in  sponsoring  countrywide  rat  control  campaigns#  Some  counties  are  now 
practically  rat  free# 

North  Dakota  - Gain  in  Clean  Grain  Projects 

A total  of  l,i|00  club  members  carried  clean  grain  projects  last  year#  Acti- 
vities included  making  bin  surveys  and  improving  storage  structures  where 
necessary. 

Oklahoma  - Grain  Marketing  Schools 

Recognizing  that  marketing  practices  and  technology  expand  influence  on  the 
income  received  from  farm  crops  (including  b-H  Club  projects),  emphasis 
was  placed  on  training  schools  in  grain  marketing  for  U-H  Club  members# 

Five  area  schools  for  members  and  leaders  were  conducted  in  cooperation 
with  county  agents  this  year,  A total  of  260  older  youth  and  leaders  re- 
ceived this  training.  These  schools  stressed  instruction  in  the  funda- 
mentals of  grain  marketing  and  the  relationship  of  the  various  segments  of 
the  grain  industry  in  moving  commodities  from  the  farm  to  the  consumer# 
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tregon  - Washington  - Idaho  - Marketing  Program,  October  16-17 

A junior  livestock  marketing  program  at  the  Portland  Union  Stock  Yards  will 
replace  U-H  Club  and  FFA  youth  activities  at  the  Pacific  International 
Livestock  exposition  this  year.  To  be  eligible  a member  must  be  enrolled 
in  a beef,  sheep  or  swine  project  and  have  one  or  more  market  animals 
ready  to  sell  at  the  time  of  the  tour,  U-H’ers  will  watch  as  their  animals 
are  sorted,  weighed  and  delivered  to  buyers  by  commission  agents.  The 
young  people  will  pay  the  usual  marketing  charges — feed,  weighing,  commission 
charges,  transportation  and  yardage.  Tours  and  some  other  program  features 
are  included  in  the  two-day  schedule.
